The famous statue, by Bartholdi, of

received at New York, June 29, 1885. 
Thu French vessel Isere, with the statue 
on board, wus escorted up the bay to 
licdloe's Island by a number of Uniled 
Suites men-of-war and other vessels. The 
.slalue stands on Budloe's Island—here- 
after to l)e known as Liberty Island. At

Bartholdi, it is said, conceived the idea 
of rearing a colossal statue to symbolize 
America's message of liberty to the woild 
while sailing up New York bay on his 
visit to this country iu 1871, with heart 
depressed at the ruin and wretchedness 
in his native land alter her defeat by Ger- 
many.
